ILL FOR MANY MONTHS. IMMEDI­ 
ATE CAUSE OF DEATH WAS 
SEPTIC PNEUMONIA

London, Oct. 30.— The Right 
Honorable B onar Law, prem ier 
of Great B ritain from October, 
1922, to May, 1923, died at his 
residence in London early today. 
He had 
been ill fo r many 
months. 
The cause of his death 
was given as septic pneumonia. 
Death followed a long but fruit­ 
less lichting in Ragland and over 
the rontinent in an effort to regain 
health, shattered by IiIh days as chief 
of the british state during one of the 
most trying periods in its history. 
The passing of Bonar Law, 
al­ 
though not unexpected, caused pro­ 
found grief th roughout the nation, 
lor he held the affection and adm ira­ 
tion of his fellow countrym en regard­ 
less of political faith, as have few 
leading statesmen in recent years. 
Bonar Law r**ally sacrificed 
his 
life for his country, 
lf*- knew he 
was signing up his own death w a r ­ 
rant when he took over the stren u ­ 
ous duties of the premiership after 
the 
resignation 
of 
David 
Lloyd 
George last year. 
The situation at this time, h e w ­ 
ers r, was such that Bonar Iaaw felt 
Jiis own lite was of little importance, 
and he came out of tile temporary re­ 
tirement to take up public life again. 
He Ii ad been In poor health ainee he 
forced to retire from his cabinet 
post as chancellor of the exchequer 
u n d e r David Lloyd George due to the 
breakdown he had suffered trom ov­ 
erwork durin g the war. 
The fir.-t intimation 
that 
death 
might lie near was contained in a 
physician's bulletin 
Friday 
which 
said the former prime minister had 
suffered a relapse and that his condi­ 
tion was < i ions. 
All S aturday newspapers said that 
pneum onia had developed and that 
it was feared Bonar Law could not 
live two weeks. 


Bom in New Brunswick 
Bonar Law was 
born 
in 
New 
Brunswick September 16, 1888. R a re­ 
ly has a man in the political life of 
any country commanded so complete-J 
ly the respect of all parties. 
He was 
affectionately known in the house of 
commons uh ’‘Bonar" and however 
bitterly Ms 
strongly 
conservative 
ideas may I i v• ■ been opposed, per­ 
sonalities never entered into the d i s - j 
pule. 
When after d o g g e d l y sticking to his] 
tu-k through the latter part of the; 
war and the fir** years of peace, he! 
was forced by growing 111 health to * 
resign in 1921 as chancellor of the 
exchequer, his going was keenly felt. 
David Lloyd George, th en the prim* 
minister and Bonar L aw ’s immediate 
chief, broke down as he tried to read 
Bonar Law s letter of resignation to 
th** house of commons. 
He was u n ­ 
able to speak for weeping. 
For a time Bonar Law remained 
out of office reeuperating. 
This was 
during the period when the Anglo- 
Irish fight wa* af its height. 
Bonar 
I .aw was a keen supporter 
of 
the 
" u n i o n ’’— the inclusion of Ireland in 
Great B ritain ’s political system. 
It was this factor 
largely 
that 
brought him to power in 1922 at the 
head of the government 
While he 
was out of office the fighting between 
Ireland and England gave way 
to 
peace negotiations resulting in the 
treaty. 
The unionists in the house 
of con* mo na fumed against "shaking 
hands with m urder" and used every 
wilt- to break up th** treaty. 
Bonar L a w ’s first appearance in 
political life after his retirement was 
in the house of commons durin g the 
right Lloyd George waged to drive 
through the hill embodying the t r e a ­ 
ty. 
Bonar Law threw many waver­ 
ing votes in its favor. 
Had Many Lovable Trails 
And it was just here that be show­ 
ed many of the traits for which he

The immediate cause 
was believed to be a cancerous 
growth iii his throat which an 
operation immediately after his 
resignation as prime minister fail­ 
ed to eradicate. 
Funeral arrangem ents will be 
as quiet as possible in accordance 
with his wishes, it was a n n o u n c­ 
ed. 
His family received condolences 
from all over the British empire 
today and from prominent per­ 
sons in many foreign countries.

Th*' comet was charac 
t**rlz* *1 by a round disc. who**- diam ­ 
eter i* calculated at eight circular 
minute* of the fourth diameter of the 
full moon.

omers last year non* hat! been locat­ 
ed this year an*! it Is thought here 
that big cosmic revolutions in the 
past month are not impossible.

FLOODING EUROPE 


S T A R T I N G KROM F I X E D P R I N C I P L E # 


TDE French press is inconsistent in its attitudes to A m erican 
relations with Europe. 
At one time it sounds the w arning that 
A m erican isolation is responsible for the deplorable conditions 
over there while at this time, when Secretary Hughes has sug­ 
gested a conference to determ ine the amount G erm any can pay 
in reparations, the same press indicates that Europe will be likely 
to hold the United States responsible fo r conditions in Europe, 
not because she tailed to take her part w ith the nations of Europe, 
but because she has refused to consider the possibility of the 
A m erican people agreeing to cancel the indebtedness of the allied 
nat ions. 
Europe's aim seems to < all for repudiating obligations rath e r 
than stabilising resources in commerce and ind u stry with a view 
to discharging obligations. 
F irst G erm any refused to meet tho 
reparations payment; and following upon that tho allied nations 
began to suggest that America m ight c a rry th eir burden by ag ree­ 
ing to reduce or'cancel any claims the U nited States had upon 
them. 
This would m ean that America would carry their burdens 
for thesi debts must be paid by someone and if they are not paid 
by the nations which borrowed the money they will be paid by 
the Ameldean people. 
E urope may find it hurd to appreciate the- diplomacy of a 
foreign office which says what it m eans at the beginning. 
Secre­ 
tary H ughes might have been si leat bn I he issue of the debts and 
the nations of Europe m ight have entered into a conference with 
the idea that the pressure of the exigencies .'n Europe could be 
presente I in such strong colors th a t the Am erican governm ent 
would be influenced to consider relieving lim n of at least a part 
o f their indebtedness. 
Hut Secretary Hughes did not leave an y ­ 
thing of this open to consideration. 
He stated the stand of the 
United States quite plainly— too plainly for the Poincare govern­ 
ment. 
At a time when the press announces that F ran ca is loaning 
ii large amount to her E uropean allies in w a r m aterials the A m er­ 
ican pc >ply will not be inclined to consider any reduction of A m er­ 
ica s claims 11jX n France, for the Am erican people are convinced 
that due to the prevailing spirit in E urope any amount which she 
might remit to them would be used for building up m ilitary es­ 
tablishm ents. 
N or do the A m erican people believe th at the a t­ 
tempt to remove the penalty for war, thereby interfering with the 
natural courses of things, would b rin g about any good in the end. 
The on , old tru th built into the world order is that what m c : sw*v 
they reap and th at even the generations that follow pay the pen­ 
alty for the transgressions of th eir fathers. 
Neither G erm any 
nor France nor any other nat i'm would benefit by a reversal of 
a principle that is built into the constitution of life jind the United 
States Will n it be unpunished if bt r past policy of isolation spells 
the filii of E uropean states into a condition of anarchy. 
The trouble lodu.v lies in the fact that Europe is not going 
a fte r m eeting her obligations and restoring itself. 
This attitu d e 
is one of the penalties of w ar and the penalty m ust lie exacted. 
It would never bu for courts 
release those convicted because 
the penalties are severe, and it would not do to interfere in a 
sim ilar m anner with the course of the world order which dem ands 
its penalties. 
To such a claim it may be replied that it condem ns 
F rance for her part in tho W orld w ar. 
But this is not so; it is not 
so because irrespective of which side is right w ar does exact its 
penalty from both sides, and the victors in the last w ar w ere u n ­ 
able to reap any fru its of victory nor does it appear that they 
will. 
The very fact that w a r does so d isturb things, destroy 
things, upset things, for both the defeated and the victor, sug­ 
gests that the world order condemns war. 
The United States is ready to confer, but the United States 
is not read) to bear the burden of the w ar for those who were 
n e a re r to the first cause o! the conflict, w hatever th at first cause 
was. 
Ii this policy is selfish Am erica will pay for its selfishness 
but it will not fu rth er the cause of fu tu re w ars by cancelling the 
penalty which attaches to the last one. 


WANI K U T I R I M . PO L I T IC A L ISSI ES 


A n u m b e r of statem ents from the governor til Pennsylvania 
indicate that he iias m anufactured an issue which will la* injected 
into the republican convention. 
This issue is not one that con­ 
siders opposite attitudes bul is one that has to do w ith degrees. 
P resident Coolidge has indicated that he is in favor of the en­ 
forcem ent of the prohibition laws but his ad m in stratio n has pot 
m ade America thy. 
On all sides people are deploring the d rin k ­ 
ing that continues, and in their h eaits very few people believe that 
the figures compiled by prohibition officers#and “ d ry " leagues 
represent the situation as it is. 
Prohibition is not enforced and, therefore, one who w ants to 
do so may m ake an issue of this and win a great deal of support 
lroiii people who are unwilling to look into the m atter carefully. 
Prohibition would not be responsible for tu rn in g America dry if 
Ciifloid Pincher were in the W hite House unless congress voted 
the necessary funds to enforce the laws, and there are those who 
question the stab m eat that A m erica will ever be dry in the sense 
taal theie are no violations cd this law. 
O ther laws are broken, 
T here are m urderers in Am erica, thieves in America, and oth er 
crim inals in A met h a , and in Am erica people will be drin k in g 
when c.i flu rd Pinehot has gone to heaven. 
There is always a danger that some man may make an issue 
of treat which is not really an issue, fo r President Coolidge favors 
prohibition but it appears a-, an issue because he is unable to re­ 
move all of the ills and, therefore, he may be defeated bv a man 
who, if elected on the Issue he raises, would and could do no m ore 
th an the m an tie defeated. 
Prohibition is an issue in Am erica. 
but the issue is not one of w hether G overnor Pinehill or P re si­ 
d en t Coolidge will enforce it, and it is not the only issue th at will 
confront people in 1924 nor should it be made the only issue.

THE French press is inconsistent in its attitudes to American 
relations with Europe. 
At one time it sounds the warning that 
American isolation is responsible for the deplorable conditions 
over there while at this time, when Secretary Hughes has sug­ 
gested a conference to determine the amount Germany can p?»y 
in reparations, the same press indicates that Europe will Ire likely 
to hold the United States responsible for conditions in Europe, 
not because she failed to take her part with the nations of Europe, 
hut because she has refused to consider the possibility of the 
American people agreeing to cancel the indebtedness of the allied 
nations. 
Europe’s aim seems to call for repudiating obligations rather 
than stabilizing resources in commerce and industry with a view 
to discharging obligations. 
First Germany refused to meet the 
reparations payments and following upon that the allied nations 
began to suggest that America might carry their burden by agree­ 
ing to reduce o r'cancel any claims the United States had upon 
them. This would mean that America would carry their burdens 
for these debts must be paid by someone and if they are not paid 
by the Datums which borrowed the money they will be paid by 
the American people. 
Europe may find it hard to appreciate the diplomacy of a 
foreign office which says what it. means at the beginning. 
Secre­ 
tary Hughes might have been silent on the issue of the debts and 
the nations of Europe might have entered into a conference with 
the idea that the pressure of the exigencies rn Europe could he 
presented in such strong colors that the American government 
would be influenced to consider relieving them of at least a part 
of their indebtedness. 
But Secretary Hughes did not leave any­ 
thing of this open to consideration. 
He stated the stand of the 
United States quite plainly—too plainly for the Poincare govern­ 
ment. 
At a time when the press announces that France is loaning 
a large amount to her European allies in war materials the Amer­ 
ican people will not be inclined to consider any reduction of Amer­ 
ica’s claims upon France, for the American people are convinced 
that due to the prevailing spirit in Europe any amount which she 
might remit to them would be used for building up military es­ 
tablishments. 
Nor do the American people believe that the at­ 
tempt to remove the penalty for war, thereby interfering with the 
natural courses of things, would bring about any good in the end. 
The Old, old truth built into th'' world order is that what men Sow 
they reap and that even the generations that follow pay the pen­ 
alty for the transgressions of their fathers. 
Neither Germany 
nor France nor any other nation would benefit by a reversal of 
a principle that is built into the constitution of life and the United 
States will not be unpunished if her past policy of isolation spells 
the fall of European states into a condition of anarchy. 
The trouble today lies in the fact that Europe if? not going 
after meeting her obligations and restoring itself. 
This attitude 
is one of the penalties of war and the penalty must be exacted. 
It would never clo for courts to release those convicted because 
the penalties are severe, and it would not do to interfere in a 
similar manlier with the course of the world order which demands 
its penalties. To such a claim it may be replied that it condemns 
France for her part in the World war. But this is not so; it is not 
so because irrespective of which side is right war does exact its 
penalty from both sides, and the victors in the last war were un­ 
able to reap any fruits of victory nor does it appear that they 
will. 
The very fact that war cloes so disturb things, destroy 
things, upset things, for both the defeated and the victor, sug­ 
gests that the world order condemns war. 
The United States is ready to confer, but the United States 
is not ready to bear the burden of the war for those who were 
nearer to the first cause of the conflict, whatever that first cause 
was. 
If this policy is selfish America will pay for its selfishness 
but it will not further the cause of future wars by cancelling the 
penalty which attaches to the last one.
